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the Industry 


Output for Week Holds Steady at 116,722; 500,000 in May Seen; 
Sales Continue Unchecked; Expect 350,000 Registrations for April; 


Hupp Future Clear; Job Stabilization Achieved, AMA Report Shows 


Recent high levels in the production of pas- 
senger cars and trucks in the United States 
and Canada were maintained this week al- 
though there was a slight recession of about 
1,000 units. The total for the week ending 
May 16 is estimated at 116,722 which shows a down-trend 
of 1,105 cars when compared to the revised total of 
117,827 for the week ended May 9. This recession, how- 
ever, is nothing more than a normal fluctuation and 
gives no particular indication of the production trend for 
future weeks. Manufacturers seem to be in a fair way to 
make good their intention of producing around 500,000 
units during May. Chevrolet with 34,500 units for the 
week intends tc turn out around 143,000 cars for the 
month while Ford’s output is still above 25,000 cars and 
trucks. Dodge reports'no sign of letting up its production 
of 9,100 units a week and Oldsmobile, Buick and Pontiac 
are likewise still at near capacity production. The inde- 
pendent makers, while exhibiting slight fluctuations, 
maintain their former high leveis without any serious 
losses. In the case of Packard, Willys and Reo they have 
gained a little over the previous week. Chrysler Corp. 
divisions are reported slightly under the previous week’s 
total but this is expected to be compensated for before 
the end of May. The industry has placed a May total

Sales registrations week by week gives more in- 
Rise dication of holding well into the dog-days 
Unchecked of July. Back in February when the severe 


winter weather let up sales took an almost 
immediate spurt. March registrations told the first real 
story when they jumped to 296,722 passenger cars, with 
Connecticut figures not yet reported, from the 176,668 re- 
ported in February. When the final March figures are 
complete with Connecticut, it is expected the total pas- 
senger registrations will be somewhere above the 300,000 
mark. April passenger car figures from eight states total 
58,157 against 52,615 last year. On this basis, complete 
figures for April are estimated to fall somewhere between 
345,000 and 350,000 passenger cars. Although this estimate 
is based on only eight states and may have to be revised 
as more returns come in, the estimate at the present time 
is well in line with reports coming in from various sec- 
tions of the country. Dealers and factories alike agree 
that a slackening up of sales is still quite far in the 
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offing. Production schedules, which are generally fairly 
well in line with sales, and which at the present time are, 
in a great many instances, a little below orders, call for 
approximately 500,000 units production of passenger cars 
and trucks in May. Combined registrations of passenger 
cars and trucks should run somewhere around 400,000 
units in April and 425,000 in May. If the selling season 
extends, as many believe it will, into June and July, the 
latter given a boost through the soldiers’ bonus, 1936 
models will still be selling pretty fast when the first of 
the 1937 jobs appear.

On the truck side of the ledger the picture 


Truck is just as rosy as it is from the passenger 
Sales car angle. The steady increase in business 
Gain is sharply reflected in trucks sales, which 


this year have chalked up new marks all 
along the line. On the basis of nine states already re- 
porting April registrations of 10,519 units against 8,028 
for the same states last year, the first truck registration 
estimate for April shows a possibility of hitting 60,000, 
although estimates based on only nine states may have 
to be revised later. Should later figures bear out the 
60,000 prediction, April would set a new all-time high for 
the truck industry, the previous peak month being July. 
1929 with 57,943. Even if the nine states already reported 
should prove to be above-average from the sales stand- 
point, the July, 1929, high-mark stands a pretty good 
chance of at least being equalled if not eclipsed.

With the continuation of heavy buying in 


May both new and used cars which featured 
Outlook April, and an actual shortage of new cars 
Good developing in certain sections, the industry 


looks forward to the remainder of May as 
one of the best months in its history. General Motors 
sales during April as reported last week were at new 
all-time high levels. This rate is reported continuing 
during the first part of May although definite figures in 
the form of first 10-day reports will not be available until 
the end of this week or early next week. Further impetus 
to new and used car sales may be expected this month as 
a result of the announcement of the Ford Motor Co., 
that its discount to dealers has been increased to 24 per 
cent from 22 per cent. This move is the first of its kind 
to be made by Ford since 1931 when discounts were 
upped from 20 to 22 per cent. The new discount which 
becomes effective immediately applies only to passenger

Detroit.—The Ford Motor Co. 
announces an increase in discount 
to dealers on passenger cars from 
22 per cent to 2 per cent. The 
discount, effective immediately, is 
the first change in dealers’ per- 
centage profit since 1931, when 
discounts were increased to 22 per 
cent from 20 per cent.

One of the outstanding features of the 
Plant spring activity among automobile makers 
Employment has been the almost complete eliminations 
Steady in peaks and valleys in employment, accord- 
ing to a statement issued Monday by the 
Automobile Manufacturers’ Assn. This report which 
covers the first six months of the 1936 model production 
points out that peak employment during that period was 
less than 20,000 men above the lowest point in the period. 
This record was made in spite of sharp fluctuations in 
sales which resulted from the extremely bad winter. 
Average earnings by the 350,000 workers employed by the 
industry are reported at a new high for many years, with 
temporary jobs greatly reduced and plant efficiency im- 
proved. Labor turnover and factory accident rates have 
both shown curtailment. This improvement all along is 
attributed to the fall model announcement which pressed 
the factories to meet demand in November and December, 
1935, and made it possible to continue output in January 
and February in anticipation of spring markets,

Merchandising trends among automobile 


NADA dealers during 1935 are revealed in a report 
Sales covering the selling operations of 1,327 rep- 
Trends’ resentative dealers, published in the May 


issue of the NADA Bulletin. Installment 
sales in 1935 amounted to 58 per cent of the total sales 
of new cars and trucks, an. increase of 3.6 per cent over 
1934. Used car and truck sales on installments also in- 
creased in 1935, totaling 62.6 per cent, as compared to 
58 per cent in 1934. The combined installment sales of 
new and used cars and trucks for 1935 amounted to 60.8 
per cent, an increase of 4 per cent over 1934. Used cars 
traded in on the sale of new cars increased considerably, 
the percentage in 1935 being 84.8, as compared to 74.7 in 
1934. Used cars traded in on the sale of used cars dur- 
ing 1935 also went up, being 55 per cent as against 47.3 
per cent in 1934. This is the highest percentage of used 
car trade-ins on other used cars recorded since 1927 
when NADA started compilation of these statistics. The 
total trade-ins in per cent of new cars and trucks sold 
for 1935 was 171.6 per cent, compared to 150.4 per cent 
for 1934. Used cars sold in per cent of new cars sold 
also showed a slight upward trend, the percentage for 
1935 being 173.1 as against 172.2 per cent in 1934. The 
average reporting dealer junked 28 used cars in 1935, as 
compared to 12.7 used cars junked in the preceding year. 
Used cars junked to total trade-ins in 1935 amounted to 
8.9 per cent.
